
I call on you to hold an official public hearing in my state. 
 
Before the disastrous 2003 decision to weaken media ownership  
rules (which a federal court has now overturned), you held only  
one official public hearing. Further, FCC officials met behind  
closed doors 71 times with major broadcasters — but only five  
times with public interest groups. And to justify your actions,  
you used deceptive, industry-sponsored research data. 
 
Before you rewrite the ownership rules, I demand an official  
public FCC hearing in my state, impartial and verifiable  
research, and transparent debates. 
 
Please, to the extent that you have the power, help citizens  
participate in the discussion of important public issues.   
Encourage and work towards the widest possible public access to  
the public’s airwaves.  Defend democracy by creating  
Democracy.
